MOVEMENT  OF  TRAINS. 

30.  A  TIME  TABLE  is  the  law  goviMuing  the 
arrival  and  departure  of  all  regular  trains  at  all 
stations,  and  will  be  issued  from  time  to  time  as 
may  he  necessary.  The  Clock  in  Train  Dis- 
patcher's office  for  each  Section  is  the  Standard 
Time  for  that  Section.  Conductors  and  Engineers 
must  compare  Time  when  meeting  at  Stations. 

ol.  All  Orders  for  movement  of  trains  MUST 
BE  IN  WRITING.  These  must  he  WRITTEN 
IN  FULL  without  ahhreviation.  VERBAL 
ORDERS   MUST   NOT   BE   ACTED  UI^ON.

88.  Conductors  must  carefully  examine  coup- 
lings, wheels,  and  nnniing  gear  of  all  cars  in  their 
train  at  stopping-places,  and  replace  defective 
Pins  and  Links ;  and,  when  trains  are  running, 
must  be  on  the  lookout  for  any  defective  places 
in  the  track,  and  must  report  same  innnediately 
to  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  Roadmaster  an<l 
Section  Foreman. 

84.  When  an  order  is  given  to  use  an  Assist- 
ing Engine  to  push  Passenger  Trains  up  grade,  tlu^ 
greatest  caution  must  be  exercised  and  a  sharp 
look  out  kept  for  signals  from  Leading  Engine. 

85.  Uncoupling  Engine  or  Pilot  Engine  from 
any  train  when  on  the  move,  approaching  water 
tanks  or  stations,  is  strictly  prohibited.  When  a 
train  requires  assistance  up  a  grade  from  a  train 
which  has  overtaken  it,  the  engine  giving  assist- 
ance must  not  be  uncoupled  from  its  train  until 
the  cars  have  been  properly  secured.

When  a  signal  cannot  be  seen 
at  the  regular  distance  on  account  of  fog,  snow 
or  any  other  cause,  they  must  consider  that  there 
is  danger  ahead,  and  no  excuse  will  be  accepted 
for  over-runniiif;  either  sisals  or  switches.  Over- 
running  proper  danger  signals  and  striking  trains 
in  rear  can  only  result  from  reckless  running  and 
neglect  of  duty. 

NOTE. — Conductors  and  Engineers  must  exer- 
cise great  caution  in  approaching  and  running 
through  sections  where  fires  are  in  close  proximity 
to  track.  CONDUCTORS  MUST  INVARI 
ABLY  PERSONALLY  inspect  the  rails  in  ad- 
vance of  trains  when  the  track  is  obscured  by 
smoke,  so  as  to  fully  guard  against  derailment 
by  expansion  or  danger  from  falling  trees,  and 
damage  to  rolling  stock  by  intense  heat. 

cS7.  The  imperative  rule  is,  that  all  TRAINS  Semnphore. 
AND  ENGINES  MUST  COME  TO  A  DEAD 
STOP  OUTSIDE  OF  SEMAPHORE  SIG- 
NALS WHEN  SET  AT  DANGER,  and  Con- 
ductor must  instantly  see  that  his  Train  is 
properly  protected.

INSTRUCTIONS   REftARDING  THE  USE 
OF  AUTOMATIC  AIR  BRAKES. 

As  the  safety  of  passengcu*  tr.nns  and  |)assen- 
Li'ers  mav  depend  on  the  successful  AVoikini:*  <>!' 
the  air  brake,  it  is  of  the  utmost  imijortance  that 
all  parts  of  tlie  brake  be  at  all  times  in  perfect 
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working  order,  and  that  all  trainni(3n  Le  perfectly 
familiar  with  the  bi'akc^  and  the  manner  of 
operating  it. 


ENaiNEERS. 

1.  Fill  the  oil  cup  on  the  pipe  leading  to  tlni 
st<;am  cylinder,  with  cylinder  oil;  open  the  cock 
in  the  l.ottom  half  a  turn;  this  will  luhricate  the 
steam  cyHnder.     Kerosene  oil  must  not  be  use<l. 

2.  StMvt  the  pump  graduall}^  to  allow  the  con- 
densed steam  to  escape ;  after  the  pump  has 
made  a  few  strokes,  put  a  small  quantity  of 
cylinder  oil  into  the  cup  on  the  air  cylinder,  to 
luhricate  the  air  cylinder,  once  a  week. 


8.  Always  have  a  pressure  of  65  poun<ls  on

4.  When  lilling  the  reservoirs  under  the  cars 
with  ail*,  the  handle  of  tlu^  two-way  cock  must 
be  turned  to  the  left;  this  allows  the  air  already 
])umped  to  pass  from  the  main  reservoir,  reduces 
till'  pressure,  and  causes  the  pump  to  work  more 
rapidly,  until  the  gauge  again  indicates  65  pounds: 
the  handle  nmst  then  be  turned  to  the  centre 
pejsition  so  that  the  spring  tits  in  the  notch. 

5.  The  brake  is  applied  by  turning  the  handle 
to  the  right  from  the  'otch,  and  exhausting  ten 
or  fifteen  pounjls  of  air.

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G.  When  takin<ij  on  extra  cars,  turn  tlie  liandle 
to  the  left,  to  allow  the  r(\servoirs  in  tlie  extra 
cars  to  fill  with  air  ;  aft<'r  this  is  done,  apply  the 
hrakes  and  let  them  oft'  suddenly  to  ensure  all 
being  released. 

7.  In  making  stops  at  statiojis,  exhaust  small 
(juantities  of  air  at  a  time  ;  hy  so  <loing  you  re- 
serve the  air  and  bring  the  train  to  a  stop 
gradually:  release  the  hrakes  al)out  the  last 
revolution  of  the  driving-wheels  ^^..  ;  nonv  as  you 
can  judge);  l)y  so  doing,  you  avoid  those  kirches 
noticeable  in  stopping  a  train  with  the  power 
brake.  Never  appl}^  the  brakes  with  full  force 
except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

»S.  Avoid  as  far  as  possible  applying  tlie 
brakes  a  second  time,  if  on  the  iirst  application 
''ou  hnd  you  are  going  to  stop  too  soon,  and  you 
have  to  let  them  oti*  to  run  a  little  farther;  this 
second  application  will  not  be  as  strong  as  the 
tirst,  Ix'cause  reservoirs  have  not  had  sutticient 
time  to  re-fill,  and  there  will  be  difficulty  in  re- 
leasing. 

I).  Run  the  pump  as  slowly  as  possible  and 
keep  up  the  recjuired  pressure ;  the  safety  valve 
]>ops  at  85  pounds. 

10.  Never  use  the  brake  in  switchirii;  trains 
or  when  brakemen  are  expected  to  brake. 

11.  Keep  the  main  reservoir  free  from  water: 
also,  the  ti'iple  valve  under  the  tender  should  be 
draineil  daily,  to  let  out  any  wat<'i"  that  niay 
have  collected  ;  there  are  plugs  for  this  purpose. 
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12.  8eo  tluit  the  tender  Injike  hose  is  always 
liun^  up  in  the  clij)  fortlie  purpose  wlienever  it 
is  not  in  use  ;  tliis  will  prevent  <lust  o'ettin^-  into 
the  triple  valve.  All  brake  couplin<;s  must  be 
(lisconneeted  by  hand.  Renunnber  tliat  you  are 
responsible  foi*  the  condition  ot*  the  brakes  on  the 


engine  and  tender. 


1'}.  F(n'  the  automatic  brake,  the  handU^  ot* 
four  way  cock  of  the  ti'iph^  valve  must  be  turned 
liorizontally  ;  if  turned  down,  it  will  change  it  to 
the  simple  air  brake  ;  if  turned  midway  between 
these  two  positions,  it  will  close  communication 
with  the  brake  cylinder  and  reservoir,  and  should 
be  so  turned  wlu'n  desirable  to  liave  the  brakes 
out  of  use  on  any  particular  car,  from  breaking 
of  rods,  etc.     This  applies  to  tenders  and  cars. 

14.  When  from  any  cause  the  automatic  brake 
cannot  be  used,  change  to  the  simple  air  brake, 
but  in  this  case  remember  that  the  l)rake  valve 
on  engine  requires  to  be  woiked  the  opposite 
way. 

15.  Promptly  test  the  brakes  at  the  request  of 
Car  Inspectors  at  terminal,  and  (wliencvx^r  a  car 
is  takf'n  on  or  put  off)  at  intermediate  stations, 
and  obtain  a  notification  that  all  is  I'itrht  before 
starting.  The  punq)  must  not  be  worked  whil<' 
test  is  being  made. 

16.  Engineers  must  specially  report,  upon 
arrival  at  terminal  stations  or  Hound  lb»use, 
any  defect  in  the  working  of  their  engine,  valves, 
pump,  etc.,  and  on  trip  tickets,  particulars  of  all 
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I'ailui'cs  of  tlw^  brakes  and  loss  of  time  in  con- 
nrcti(Ui  tlirrcwith.  All  passnii^ci'  ei»i;iin's  nuist 
cany  a  spare  hose  aii<l  eon[)linos  as  part  of  their 
e<|ni[)hient. 

17.  Jf,  while  the  train  is  in  motion,  the  brakes 
set  from  some  unknown  cause,  iiKjve  the  handle 
of  brake  valve  to  the  position  of  releasin<j^  brake; 
if  this  does  not  release)  brake,  put  the  handle  just 
far  enouoli  to  shut  off  the  main  reservoir  and 
liold  it  until  the  pressure  in  main  reservoir  has 
been  increased  ten  peanids.  then  place  the  handle 
to  release  position.

TRAINMEN. 

1.  In  making  up  trains  all  couplings  must  bo 
united,  so  that  the  brakes  will  apply  throughout 
the  entire  train.  The  cocks  in  the  bi-ake  pipti 
must  all  be  opened  (handles  pointing  down)  ex- 
cept that  on  the  rear  of  the  last  car,  whieli  nuist 
l)e  horizontal,  and  the  coupling  hung  up  in  the  cli[). 

2.  In  detaching;  enuines  or  cars  the  cou])lini''s 
nuist  invariably  be  separated /^/y/^rr/Zf/ ;  the  cocks 
in  the  brake  pi]jes  must  always  be  closed  befoi'e 
uncoupling  to  prevent  application  of  the  brakes. 
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8.  At  stations  wlierc  it  may  1)C  necessary  to 
cut  tile  train,  to  take  or  leave  cars,  trainman 
"iuu-st  not  turn  the  ntoj)  cock  or  disamnecl  hose 
until  the  brakes  have  been  released  by  the  engi- 
neer.  . 

4.  If  tlie  l)rakes  are  applied  when  the  en<^ine 
is  not  attached  to  tlu^  train  or  car,  they  can  he 
released  hy  openin*^  the  cock  in  the  end  of  the 
Vrake  cylinder  or  air  reservoir. 

5.  If  cais  are  e([uipped  with  a  valve  for  the 
application  of  the  brakes  from  the  insi<le,  it 
should  he  kept  tight,  and  must  always  be  ex- 
amined when  the  car  is  standinix  at  terminal 
stations.  This  valve  must  only  be  used  in  case 
of  emergency. 

6.  The  brakes  must  be  tested  at  intermediate 
stations  whenever  a  car  is  taken  on  or  put  oft, 
and  inspecte(l  by  the  brakeman  to  see  that  all  are 
in  working  ordei*.  (Conductors  are  responsible 
in  such  cases  ;  and  when  trains  start  from  points 
at  which  no  inspectors  are  located,  they  must  see 
that  the  test  is  properly  made  as  per  Car  Inspec- 
tor's rule  number  six. 

7.  If  the  packing  in  the  couplings  freezes  so  as 
leak,  thaw  out  with  a  torch. 

8.  Rep(jrt  to  Car  Inspector  any  car  not  in 
working  order. 

9.  Keep  the  hose  coupled  together  or  hung  up 
in  the  clips  provided  for  that  purpose,  when  not 
in  use. 
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10.  Tlie  uncouplini^  of  all  lnvikr  hosr  is  the 
<lnty  of  th(3  bnikeiiieii. 

11.  The  first  duty  of  a  Coinluctor,  if  his  train 
should  he  stopped  ]>y  reason  of  any  accident  to 
the  hrake  i^ear,  is  to  sei;  that  the  rear  of  the 
train  is  protected,  and  to  relieve  the  hiakes  by 
openino-  the  cocks  in  the  ends  of  cylinders  or  air 
leservoirs  unch'r  each  car  as  (juickly  as  possiMe. 
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The  rear  brakenian  must,  ui)on  the  stoppage  of 
the  train,  ininie<liately  proceed  hack  the  pi'oper 
distance  to  protect  the  rear  of  the  train,  without 
attempting  to  release  any  brakes. 

The  Conductor  shall  proceed  to  the  rear  of  the 
train  to  see  that  the  rear  brakeman  has  protected 
the  train,  and  shall  release  as  many  brakes,  be- 
ginning at  the  rear,  as  he  can. 

The  fireman  shall  release  as  many  as  he  can, 
bejjfinnino-  at  the  tendei*. 

The  forward  brakeman  will  begin  about  one- 
third  of  the  distance  from  the  engine,  and  I'elease 
the  brakes  toward  the  rear  until  he  meets  the 
Conductor. 

As  soon  as  the  brakes  are  release<l,  thc^  tram 
should  proceed,  depending  u])on  the  hand  brakes, 
until  a  station  is  reached  vvhcre  the  damages  can 
be  ascertained  and  repaired  witliout  danger  to 
the  train.  All  of  the  brakes  on  a  long  train  can 
be  released  in  about  on«^  minnt*',  if  each  of  the 
employees  atti'uds  to  the  <luti('s  designate. 1  above. 
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12.  X()  vav  iMjui])|)<M|  witli  .'Uitoiiiatic  lirakr 
sliouM  Ik.'  cutout  ol'  ti'.iiii  w  itliout  i!0()(l  mu<1  sutli- 
cii'iit  cause,  Mild  if  tiaiiiiiicii  ni'c  uiiaMc  to  a<rjust 
it,  the  first  car  icpairci'  should  lie  uotitird  to  src 
if  lie  caunot  (juickly  [»ut  it  iu  conditiou.  Jii  case 
thu  I'cpaii's  canuot  l)c  made  en  route,  the  conduc- 
tor sliall  make  re])()i  t,statiu!jj  wliere  and  for  wliat 
reason  lie  was  oMjocd  to  discoiniect.  In  case  a 
conductor  receives  a  ti'ain  with  one  or  more  cai's 
cut  out,  he  should  so  report,  in  order  that  the 
reason  Muiy  l)e  ascertaine<l. 


CAR   INSPECTORS. 

1.  The  adjustment  of  the  l^rakes  shouhl  he 
sucli  that,  wdien  a])plied,  the  pistons  in  the  brake 
cylinders  will  not  travel  more  than  seven  nor 
less  than  five  inches ;  this  will  allow  room  for 
wear  of  shoes,  stretching  of  rods,  springing  of 
brake  beams,  etc.,  while  on  the  road. 

2.  Great  care  must  be  exercised,  in  taking  up 
the  slack  in  connections,  to  have  the  levers  and 
pistons  pushed  back  to  their  proper  places,  and  the 
slack  taken  uj)  by  the  top  or  bottom  connections. 

8.  '^llie  brake  cylinders  and  triple  valves  must 
be  always  kept  clean  and  free  from  gum,  so  that 
they  will  readily  release  when  the  air  has  been 
discliarged ;  oil  once  a  month  with  oil  supplied 
for  this  purpose,  and  note  the  last  date  of  oiling 
and  station  shop  mark  on  the  cylinders  with 
chalk.  A  record  of  such  oilin<»'  nuist  be  sent 
each  week  to  the  Car  Foreman. 
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4.  Ill  damp  weatli(,'r,tlie  triple  valve  should  l>e 
di'aiiK'(l  <laily,  to  let  out  any  water  that  may 
have  colK'ctrd.  Shick  thr  hottoiii  iiut  ahout-  half 
a  turn,  let  thr  waiter  rscajtc,  and  screw  it  up 
ai;ain  :  il'  there  is  a  pet-cock,  draw  Ihroui^h  that. 

5.  When  tlie  train  is  finally  mad(^  up,  the  in- 
spectcn*  nmst  take  Ids  position  at  the  engine 
while  the  hrake  is  hein<j:  teste(l,  that  the  engineer 
may  inform  him  if  any  leak  be  discovered,  which 
he  nmst  promptly  attend  to.  He  will  then 
cxannne  each  car  throughout  the  entire  train,  to 
see  that  the  brakes  have  applied  properly,  and 
when  all  is  right  will  notify  the  engineer,  who 
]"e(iuires  such  notification  before  starting. 

G.  Inspectors  will  be  held  responsible  if  trains 
leave  stations  with  the  air  brakes  not  in  perfect 
working  order. 

7.  Inspectors  at  all  pcjlnts  must  keep  on  hand, 
ready  for  innnediate  use,  a  supply  of  the  parts 
that  are  liable  to  get  out  of  repair,  as  well  as 
tools  necessary  for  making  repairs. 

Engineers  and  conductors  will  report  promptly 
any  neglect  to  comply  with  these  rules. 


INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 
INJURED  PERSONS. 

It  often  becomes  a  duty  to  adnnnister  to  the 
sufferings  of  those  who  meet  with  accidents  on 
the  road,  as  hours  must  elapse  freciuently  before 
surgical  aid  can  be  reached,  since   much  of  the 
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countiy  tlirouoii  which  the  road  passcssp  is  arse- 
\y  settled.  It  is  in  tliese  cases  of  emergency  that 
<^reat  service  may  be  rendered  to  the  wounded 
in  relieving  tlieni  of  pain,  in  preventing  per- 
manent disal  'lity,  and  perhaps  even  in  saving 
life.  In  order  to  accomplish  these  ends,  the 
following  instructions  are  appended;  and  a  small 
Ihjx  containing  a  few  medicines,  handages,  etc.,  is 
entrusted  to  the  can^  (jf  Train  Conductors. 

If  these  instructions  are  not  fully  understoixl, 
or  if  additional  inf«)i'mation  is  desired  in  refer- 
ence to  the  temporary  management  of  cases  that 
may  come  under  care,  an  explanation  of  the 
simpler  methods  of  attending  to  injuries  may  he 
had  on  application  to  any  of  the  authorized 
medical  officers  of  the  Company. 


MEDICINAL  CONTENTS  OF  CHEST. 

Medicines.  No.  1.  Laudanum. — Give  fifteen  or  twenty 
drops  every  two  or  three  hours  to  relieve  [)ain. 
If  pain  he  severe  give  it  every  hour,  but  not 
for  more  than  four  hours  in  succession.  Stop  its 
use  when  pain  is  relieved. 

No.  2.  Ammonia  Mixture. — Give  a  half  tea- 
spoonful  in  water  every  hour,  after  any  severe  in- 
jury,or  in  fainting  from  hemorrhage  or  other  cause.

In  severe  injui'ies  of  tlie  head,  as  fractures,  TnjniioM 
sliojitly  elevat(^  the  liead,  inifasten  the  clothes*' 
ahout  the  throat  and  waist,  and  keep  the  patient 
(piiet.  If  there  is  bleedin^;'  from  the  nose  or 
nioutli,  use  cold  a}))>lieations  to  the  head  and  face 
and  turn  the  patient  on  his  side,  so  that  th(^ 
l>lood  can  run  out  of  the  mouth.  Also  keep  the 
feet  warm. 


INJURIES  TO  THE  CHEST. 

When  one  or  more  rihs  are  broken,  seat  the 
patient  in  the  chair,  with  his  arms  around  the 
neck  of  an  assistant,  who  will  lift  up  until  the 
patient's  body  is  on  a  stretch,  then  apply  the 
wide  bandage,  taking  four  or  five  turns,  pin 
snugly,  then  hiy  the  patient  flat  on  his  back.

When  the  long  bones  are  broken,  as  arms  or  nrukeu 
legs,  pull   the   limbs  as  nearly    as  possible  into 
proper    shape,    observing  this   rule :     When  the 
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In'okcn  hone  is  l>ent  towar<ls  a  rij^lit  an<;-1<s  and 
slioi'tcnril,  (extend  ]>y  pnllin<^  in  direction  oi*  the 
angl(^  nntil  the  ends  ot*  tlie  hone  apjJi'oneh  each 
otlun*,  then  strai^ditcn  the  Mnd>.  When  the  ends 
of  ])ones  have  lieen  tlirnst  thioui;!!  the  muscles, 
you  must  first  release  them  from  this  unnatural 
and  painful  })osition  hcfoi'c^  attem])tino*  to 
straighten  them.  'J'he  ft)llo\ving  diagram  will 
illustrate  :

When  a  fractured  limb  is  reduced  and  placed 
in  something  like  its  natural  position,  there 
should  be  very  little  pain  ;  neither  sliould  there 
be  nuich  pain  in  reducing  a  fracture   if  the  pro- 
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por  care  and  gentleness  be  observed.  Fractures 
sliould  be  a<ljusted  as  soon  after  the  injury  as 
possible.  After  you  have  straightened  the  limb 
out  parallel  with  the  body,  make  it  fast — if  a 
leg,  to  its  fellow  ;  if  an  arm,  the  bandage  should 
encircle  the  body.  Fracture  should  be  firndy 
held  by  the  bandage,  so  as  to  avoid  too  nuich 
motion  to  the  broken  bone,  but  care  must  be 
taken  not  to  bind  unevenly  and  too  tightly. 

In  case  the  patient  is  not  to  be  moved  there  is 
no  necessity  for  binding  the  limb,  but  allow  it  to 
lie  in  the  most  comfortable  position,  covering  it 
witli  cloths  wrung  out  of  warm  water. 


DISLOCATION. 

Many  and  nearly  all  of  the  dislocations  can  Disioca- 
be  reduced  by  attending  to  them  innnediately.  ^***"^* 
The  tingers,  wrist  and  elbow  joints,  by  gently 
pulling  on  them,  and  at  the  same  time  pressing 
them  into  place.  The  shoulder,  when  knocked 
down,  is  easily  reduced  by  grasping  the  dislocated 
arm  an<l  elevating  it  over  the  patient's  head,  then 
let  some  one  place  l)oth  thumbs  under  the  joint  in 
the  arm-pit  and  press  u\)  firmly,  whik^  the  arm 
is  brought  ij^ently  but  fii'mly  <lo\vn  until  it  is 
])arallol  with  the  boily;  tlien  put  the  arm  in  a 
sling,  slightly  elevating  the  elV)0W.

CRUSHED  AND  BRUISED  LIMBS. 

By  fr«r  the  greater  number  of  railro«i(l  injuries 
are  of  this  class.  Foi'tuuately,  there  is  very 
little  danger  of  severe  l)leeding.  The  treatnicnt 
is  to  immerse  tlie  limb  in  niilk-warm  water,  or 
envelop  it  witli  cloths  wrung  out  of  warm  water. 
Do  not  bind  a  crushed  hand  or  foot.  Sometimes 
the  pain  is  very  intense  when  the  system  awakens 
from  the  shock.  In  this  case  give  fifteen  or 
twenty  drops  of  laudanum,  as  already  directed.

BLEEDING  WOUNDS. 

Bleeding  in  wounds  may  be  stopped,  ordinarily, 
by  binding  a  compress  over  them  which  has  pre- 
viously been  dipped  in  cold  water.  Should  the 
wound,  however,  be  bleeding  profusely  (spurting 
bl(  )d),  ci'owd  into  the  wound  some  styptic  wool, 
and  then  apply  a  bandage  firmly  over  it.  If  this 
method  fails,  and  it  be  a  hand  or  arm  that  is  in- 
jured, place  the  bandage  loosely  above  the  elbow 
three  or  four  inches ;  if  it  be  a  foot  or  a  leg  a]>ply 
the  bandage  above  the  wound,  after  which  ob- 
serve this  rule :  Put  a  larger  cork  or  a  hard 
roller  bandacfe  on  the  inside  of  the  limb  under 
the  bandage ;  then  place  under  it,  immediately 
on  top  of  the  cork  or  roller,  a  small  stick  or  lead 
pencil  and  twist  steadily  until  the  hemorrhage 
stops.  Care  should  be  exercised  that  this  twist 
is  not  tivmer  than  is  required  to  ari-est  the  bleed- 
ing, nor  continued  longer  than  is  necessary  to 
reach  experienced  help.

extends  into  tho  scrotum.  Wlienever  tliis  occurs, 
place  the  patient  on  his  l>ack  in  a  recmnbent 
position,  witli  tin;  limbs  flexed  ;  then  pl'^Xi  the 
hand  on  the  tumor,  and  press  gently  obli(|aely 
upward  and  outwards.  When  it  is  reduced  k^ep 
it  in  position  until  you  find  a  surgeon.  When, 
however,  it  is  not  easily  returned,  do  not  u.'^e 
violence,  but  make  applications  of  cold  water 
until  the  services  of  a  sur^reon  can  be  obtained.

Wlumever  an  accident  occurs  on  the  line,  the 
conductor  must  immediately  telegi*aph  the  sur- 
geon in  whose  charges  the  injured  person  is  to  l)e 
placed,  in  order  that  time  may  be  given  to  pre- 
pare for  reception  of  the  patient.

TRAMPS  INJURED. 

In  cases  of  injury  inflicted  by  trains  upon  in- 
toxicated persons  on  the  track,  tramps  stealing 
rides,  etc.,  where  the  emplo^^c^es  of  the  road  are 
in  no  way  tc  blame,  the  injured  persons  must,  of 
course,  be  carried  to  a  station  where  humane  and 
proper  treatment  can  be  bestowed;  but  as  such 
persons  are  generally  without  means,  it  is  not 
advisable  to  take  them  out  of  the  county  in 
which  the  accident  occurs.  All  such  cases  should 
be  placed  under  the  care  of  the  county  authori- 
ties where  the  injury  occurred,  as  early  as  pos- 
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sible.     In  no  instance   are  they  to  l)e  removed  Not  to  ho 
beyond  the  limits  of  sncli  county  without  express  frdnr^* 
orders  to  tliat  effect  from  tlie  Division  Superin-  county, 
tendent ;  for,  if  removed  beyond  the  county  limits, 
tlie  Railway  Company  may  be  held  responsible 
for  treatment  and  support. 


USE  or  LIQUOR.

The  continued  or  the  excessive  periodical  use  Avc.'ui 
of  malt  or  alcoholic  liquors  should  be  abstained 
from  l)y  every  one  engaged  in  operating  the  road, 
not  only  on  account  of  the  great  risks  to  life  and 
property  incurred  by  entrusting  them  to  the 
oversight  oi  those  wdiose  intellects  may  be  dulled, 
at  times  when  most  care  is  needed,  Imt  also,  arid 
especially,  because  hahitual  drmking  has  a  very 
had  effect  ujyon  the  constitution,  which  is  a 
serious  matter  for  men  so  liable  to  injury  as 
railway  employees  always  are.  It  so  lessens  the  injurious 
recuperative  powers  of  the  body  that  simple  ^^*" 
wounds  are  follow^ed  by  the  most  serious  and 
dangerous  complications.  Fractures  unite  slowly, 
if  at  all,  and  w^ounds  of  a  grave  nature,  such  as 
those  requiring  the  loss  of  a  limb,  are  almost 
sure  to  end  fatally.  NO  EMPLOYEE  CAN 
AFFORD  TO  TAKE  SUCH  RISKS,  AND 
THE  RAILWAY  COMPANY  CANNOT  AS- 
SUME  SUCH   RESPONSIBILITIES.
